Sir William Robinson, who was born in 
183U, was the eldest son of the Rev. J 
Banks Robinson. In 1869, Sir Willian 
Robertson was a mdmber of the Slave 
Trade Commission, and in 1874 was a+ 
pointed Governor of the Bahama Talands, 
which position he held until 1880, 
when he waa tranaferted to the Winds 
Tarhados and {fTrinidad. 
For bis settlement.of the  ‘* Fanay 
Joxephine” affair in Venezuela he received 
the thinks of the Home Government. Sir
